SALT  LAKE  CITY  —  Amidst  the  ‘Bush-Buster’ 
I'-shirts  and  ‘Bush  Whackers’  for  sale,  the  Democratic 
I  tate  Convention  heralded  a  promise  for  victory  in  the 
Ipcoming  elections  this  fall. 

“When  we  meet  again,  it’s  going  to  be  at  the  State- 
louse  in  January,  and  we  will  celebrate  the  beginning 
If  the  third  democratic  era ,  ’’  said  former  Salt  Lake  City 
liayor  Ted  Wilson  who  received  the  party’s  gubernato- 
lial  nomination. 

Around  2,000  delegates  from  around  the  state  gath- 
Ired  at  Cottonwood  High  School  Friday  and  Saturday 
Id  nominate  their  party’s  candidates  to  run  against  the 
ilepublicans  in  the  upcoming  elections. 

I  During  Friday’s  kickoff  remarks  State  Democratic 
l^haii-man  Randy  Horiuchi  remained  confident  while 
iDiidemning  the  state’s  Republican  administration. 
iReiDublicans  have  had  their  chance  to  run  things,  and 
liey  have  royally  messed  up,”  said  Horiuchi.  “I’m  not 
lure  if  there  is  a  jiail  and  shovel  big  enough  to  clean  up 
|fter  this  RejDublicah  elephant,”  said  the  chairman. 

Horiuchi  portrayed  the  Democratic  party  as  one  of 
inity  and  purpose  on  the  comeback  trail.  He  depicted 
lie  Republican  Party  as  one  of  chaos  which  he  said  was 
lemonstrated  by  the  dissension  seen  two  weeks  ago  at 
lie  GOP  State  Convention. 

“If  the  Republicans  cannot  resolve  their  problems 
liternally,  how  can  we  trust  them  to  solve  the  state’s 
froblems?”  asked  Horiuchi. 

The  state  chairman  claimed  the  party  will  bring 


Utah’s  economy  into  the  competitive,  fast-moving 
global  market  and  that  the  party  will  insure  a  leading- 
edge  in  higher  education  and  take  a  greater  concern  with 
the  state’s  educational  system. 

The  Democrats’  ojitimism  can  be  attributed  in  part  to 
the  fact  that  Wilson  has  maintained  a  substantial  lead 
over  one-term  incumbent  Rejiublican  Governor  N orman 
Bangerter  who  succeeded  20  years  of  Democratic  ad¬ 
ministrations. 

Wilson  made  his  own  remarks  about  the  educational 
system  in  the  .state.  “I  long  to  give  U])  the  notion  of ‘stack 
’em  deejD  and  school  ’em  cheap’  and  replace  it  with  good 
pay  for  teachers  and  quality  education.”  Wilson  said. 

As  part  of  Wilson’s  ]Dlatform  he  plans  to  improve  fiscal 
management,  i-epair  Utah’s  tarnished  image,  decentral¬ 
ize  economic  develoinnent  and  seek  for  a  fiscally  respon¬ 
sible  bonding  ]3rogram. 

Also,  U.S.  Senate  candidate  Brian  Moss  and  attorney 
general  contender  Paul  Van  Dam  obtained  the  party’s 
nomination.  Moss  is  running  against  Sen.  Orinn  Hatch  to 
obtain  the  seat  Hatch  won  fi'om  his  father,  former  three- 
term  Sen.  Frank  E.  Moss  in  1976.  Moss  defeated  retired 
FBI  agent  Joe  Cwik  for  the  nomination. 

Van  Dam,  former  Salt  Lake  County  attorney  in  the 
late  197()’s,  received  75  percent  of  the  vote  for  the  nomi¬ 
nation  to  face  Reijublican  Attorney  General  David  L. 
Wilkinson. 

Rep.  Wayne  Owens  of  Salt  Lake  County’s  2nd  Con¬ 
gressional  district  and  former  five-term  Congressman 
Gunn  McKay  in  the  northern-dominated  1st  Congres¬ 
sional  District  recieved  no  opjDosition  for  their  nomina¬ 
tions.

Water  safety  concerns  are  being 
raised  in  Utah  after  five  drowning 
deaths  in  three  water  tragedies  Sat¬ 
urday. 

Sudden  storms  Saturday  evening 
on  Utah  Lake  caught  a  man  and  four 
juveniles  off  guard.  According  to  the 
National  Weather  Service,  the  winds 
were  blowing  at  speeds  up  to  35  mph. 

Fisherman  Shane  Walls  helped  two 
boys  and  one  girl  to  safety,  but  10- 
year-old  Jason  Coleman  and  41-year- 
old  Wilford  Larsen  were  swept  away 
by  the  waves.  According  to  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Press,  Sheriffs  deputy  Dave 
Bateman  said  the  fisherman’s  help 
may  have  prevented  further  tragedy. 

Also  on  Saturday,  less  than  60 
miles  away  from  the  Utah  Lake,  a 
Salt  Lake  man  drowned  in  Deer 
Creek  Reservoir  while  detangling  his 
anchor.  According  to  Kim  Rice, 
Wasatch  County  Dispatcher,  Donald 
Rockland  Houston,  34,  did  not  even 
swim  away  from  the  boat.  He  gasped 
for  air  and  then  did  not  come  up. 

Houston  was  fishing  with  his  wife, 
in-laws,  and  four  children.  When 
they  saw  he  was  having  trouble  they ' 
threw  him  a  floating  cushion.  “Hous¬ 
ton  was  the  only  one  who  knew  how  to 
drive  the  boat,”  said  Sheriff  Ed 
Thacker.  “It  was  bon-owed.  His  fam¬ 
ily  cried  for  help  as  they  drifted  from 
the  scene.”  Houston  did  not  resur¬ 
face.  He  was  found  a  couple  hours 
later  in  about  6  feet  of  water,  but  may 
have  been  drifting  for  some  time,  said 
Sheriff  Thacker. 

In  Sandy  on  Saturday,  a  brother 
and  sister  drowned  in  an  irrigation 
canal.  Two-year-old  Terry  Lynn 
Southam  and  her  younger  brother 
Gary  were  reported  missing  early 
Saturday  afternoon.  The  police  found 
shoes  and  socks  by  the  canal  which 
the  mother  identified  as  the  missing 
children’s. 

Captain  Jack  Butterfield  of  Sandy 
Police  said  there  wei’e  two  boards 
missing  in  the  fence  by  the  children’s 
shoes.  “It  was  only  a  7  1/2  inch  open¬ 
ing,  just  wide  enough  for  small  chil¬ 
dren,”  said  Butterfield.  “It  was  not  a 
matter  of  neglect  by  the  parents.”

Evidence  from  1984  testimony 
aids  Pentagon  investigation

WASHINGTON  —  Defense  De¬ 
partment  officials  routinely  bypassed 
their  own  contracting  system  by  giv¬ 
ing  key  documents  with  classified  in¬ 
formation  to  private  consultants,  ac¬ 
cording  to  long-buried  court 
testimony. 

A  massive  criminal  investigation  of 
Pentagon  contracting  practices  is 
centered  on  the  jDassing  of  secret  in¬ 
formation  to  private  consultants,  who 
in  turn  sold  it  to  contractors. 

The  system  wasn’t  widely  talked 
about  between  the  Defense  Deijart- 
ment  and  contractors  and  so  “my 
mouth  fell  open”  when  a  contractor 
she  had  never  met  called  to  ask  her  for 
an  inteipretation  of  a  document  she 
had  written,  testified  Caroline  A. 
Chewning,  who  works  for  the  De¬ 
fense  Advanced  Research  Projects 
Agency  as  a  ]jrogram  management  of¬ 
ficer. 

But  in  general  Ms.  Chewning  de¬ 
fended  the  system. 

She  said  the  official  contracting- 
system  was  unworkable,  and  officials 


in  her  agency  —  which  works  on  fu¬ 
turistic  militai'y  technology  —  viewed 
it  “in  the  government’s  interest”  to 
cooperate  with  contractors,  “or  else 
we  are  hurting.” 

Ms.  Chewning  was  a  witness  at  the 
January  1984  trial  in  Baltimore  of 
William  V.  Miller,  a  private  defense 
consultant  who  was  charged  with  two 
counts  of  conversion  and  unautho¬ 
rized  sale  of  government  property. 
Miller  was  acquitted. 

The  attorney  who  defended  Miller, 
Selig  Solomon,  said  in  an  interview 
that  Ms.  Chewning’s  testimony  likely 
won  the  case  for  the  defense. 

It  showed  that  Miller  was  accused 
of  taking  material  that  was  given  to 
consultants  all  the  time,  Solomon 
said. 

Ms.  Chewning  said  “95  to  99  per¬ 
cent”  of  the  information  that  consul¬ 
tants  and  contractors  sought  from  her 
section  was  willingly  handed  out  un¬ 
der  the  unofficial  cooperative  system 
she  described.  But  she  said  the  infor¬ 
mation  was  so  sensitive  that  it  was 
given  only  to  those  with  security 
clearances.

“Avoid 
jDlaces  with  strong  currents  at  all 


costs.  Water  is  un])redictable.'' 

Cross  worries  about  childi’en  in  the 
water.  She  firmly  disbelieves  in  wa¬ 
ter  wings  and  air  mattresses.  Parents 
leave  their  kids  in  the  pool  wearing 
water  wings,  thinking  they  are  safe, 
but  all  too  often  the  wings  pop,  said 
Cross. 

“Kids  just  can’t  be  responsible  for 
water.” 

Swimming  classes  are  offered  year 
round  at  the  Orem  Fitness  Center 
and  Cross  urges  enrollment.  The 
number  is  224-7158.

].  Never  swim  or  boat  alone. 

2.  Always  wear  personal  floatation 
devices  when  boating. 

3.  Take  swimming/rescue  courses. 

4.  Be  aware  of  weather  conditions. 

5.  Don't  overdo  it. 

6.  Swim  in  safe  places.  (Use  common  sense) 

7.  Avoid  places  with  strong  currents. 

8.  Water  wings,  air  mattresses  are  not  safe  ■ 
they  pop.

Earthquake  jolts  Northern  California 

SAN  NRANCISCO  —  A  strong  earthcjuakc  jolted  Northern  California  on 
Monday,  causing  San  Nrancisco  skyscrai)ers  to  sway  and  briefly  halting  com¬ 
muter  trains. 

The  state  Office  of  Emergency  Services  in  Sacramento  said  the  (juake  hit  5.2 
on  the  Richter  scale,  while  the  U.S.  Geological  Survey  office  in  Menlo  Park 
said  the  quake  registered  5.0. 

The  epicenter  was  afeout  10  miles  south  of  San  Jose,  along  the  San  Andreas 
P'ault,  said  USGS  spokes  woman  Pat  Jorgenson.  The  time  was  set  at  R-lJa.m., 
she  added. 

There  were  no  indications  of  injury  or  damage,  said  the  San  Jose  jjolice. 

The  (juake  was  felt  over  a  large  area,  e.xtending  from  Santa  Rosa,  about  (iO 
miles  north  of  San  Francisco,  to  the  Santa  (h’uz  area  70  miles  to  the  south. 

The  temblor  lasted  up  to  10  seconds  in  many  areas.  The  ;-58  trains  running  on 
Bay  Area  Rajjid  Transit  lines  were  halted  briefly  to  allow  a  check  for  track 
damage  and  then  allowed  to  resume  ojieration. 

“It  hit  real  hard  like  something  going  into  the  side  of  the  building.  Nothing 
fell,  but  light  standards  swayed  back  and  forth,”  said  Tom  Honig,  city  editor  of 
the  Santa  Cruz  Sentinel. 

Walt  Glines,  news  editor  of  The  Dispatch  in  Gilroy,  said  half  the  workers  in 
the  newspaper’s  city  room  “didn’t  even  notice”  the  rolling  (|uake,  which  he  said 
seemed  to  hit  that  area  in  two  waves. 

Crews  control  fire  in  Cedar  Mountains 

TOOELE  —  Firefighters  controlled  a  lightning-caused  blaze  that  blackened 
450  acres  near  Tabby  Peak  in  western  Utah’s  Cedar  Mountains,  and  crews 
hoped  to  control  a  160-acre  fire  in  eastern  Utah  Monday,  said  authorities. 

Pete  Hansen  of  the  Interagency  Fire  Center  said  the  fire  near  Tabby  Peak 
was  declared  under  control  Sunday  afternoon  and  crews  were  moi)i)ing  u]) 
Monday. 

Up  to  40  firefighters  battled  the  160-acre  blaze  about  16  miles  south  of 
Fruitland,  said  Kim  Bartel  of  the  Uintah  Basin  Fire  Center. 

Some  firefighters  were  sent  home  after  rainfall  heljjed  them  gain  the  iqiiier 
hand  on  the  blaze  in  a  rugged  area  just  southeast  of  Strawberry  Reservoir. 

There  were  no  injuries  or  structural  damage. 

Meantime,  eight  firefighters  and  two  engines  resjionded  to  a  sejiarate 
one-acre  blaze  in  the  Lakeside  Flat  area  near  Interstate  80. 

That  fire,  which  began  about  noon  Saturday,  ai)]iarently  started  by  a  man 
testing  a  homemade  rocket. 

Police:  'religious  cult'  is  cause  of  deaths 

HOUSTON  —  Three  people  were  killed  Monday  in  two  separate  shootings 
that  police  believe  were  related  and  stemmed  from  a  religious  disiiute. 

One  man  and  a  girl,  believed  to  be  about  8.  were  found  dead  in  a  iiicku])  truck 
parked  outside  a  vacant  house,  Houston  police  siiokesman  Dan  Turner  said. 
The  shootings  occurred  shortly  after  4  ji.m. 

The  girl  was  shot  once  in  the  face  and  the  man  suffered  several  gunshot 
wounds  to  the  head.  Turner  said. 

Another  man  was  found  shot  to  death  at  a  business  about  10  miles  away,  he 
said.  The  victims’  names  were  not  released,  but  ]iolice  believe  all  three  may  be 
related. 

Turner  said  the  man  found  shot  to  death  with  the  girl  was  a  ijolygamist,  but 
he  did  not  know  how  many  wives  the  man  had.  He  did  not  have  any  other 
information  about  the  thii'd  shooting  victim. 

“We  are  trying  to  ]3ut  it  all  together,  but  it  looks  like  it’s  going  to  be  a 
religious  cult  deal,”  Turner  said.  “We’re  trying  to  figure  it  all  out  now.

Home  life  affects  education,  study  says 

WASHINGTON  —  The  more  time  that  children  —  especially  boys  —  sjjend 
in  one-parent  homes,  the  less  schooling  they  are  likely  to  comi)lete,  university 
researchers  say. 

And  time  spent  with  a  single  parent  during  the  foimiative,  |)re-school  years 
seems  to  have  a  i)articulariy  negative  im])act  on  a  boy’s  future  education, 
according  to  Sheila  Fitzgerald  Krein  and  Andrea  H.  Beller  of  the  School  of 
Human  Resources  and  Family  Studies  at  the  University  of  Illinois  at  Urbana. 

Single,  working  mothers  appear  to  provide  greater  incentive,  as  a  role 
model,  Beller  said  in  a  telephone  interview  Monday.  She  said  that  while  the 
role-model  influence,  in  the  case  of  girls,  ajjpears  to  com))ensate  for  the 
mother’s  loss  of  time  at  home,  “the  boy  doesn’t  have  this  model,  he  just  has  the 
loss  of  a  parent.” 

With  the  nation’s  increasing  divorce  rate,  about  60  percent  of  all  children  are 
now  estimated  to  spend  at  least  some  of  their  childhood  in  a  single-parent 
situation,  Krein  and  Beller  reported.

A  national  conference  on  the  latest 
(leveloiiments  in  earthtjuake  engi¬ 
neering  opened  Monday  in  Park  City. 

T.  Leslie  Youd,  conference  chair¬ 
man  and  a  BYU  professoi-  of  civil  en¬ 
gineering,  said  about  MOO  experts  in 
the  field  were  exiiected  to  attend  the 
conference  which  runs  through 
Thursday.  Guest  lecturers,  jianel  dis¬ 
cussions  and  a  field  triji  to  some  of  the 
fault  zones  in  Utah  Valley  will  make 
u]3  the  bulk  of  the  conference. 

The  conference  em]jhasis  will  be  on 
recent  scientific  and  engineering  de¬ 
velopments  in  the  analysis  of  earth¬ 
quake  tremors. 

With  develoiiments  in  seismo¬ 
graphs  and  other  com])uter  technol¬ 
ogy,  the  earthquake  in  Imperial  Val¬ 
ley,  Calif.,  gave  exjierts  a  lot  of  new 
information  about  earthquakes,  said 
Youd.  So  much  information  was  gen¬ 
erated  because  there  were  instru¬ 
ments  directly  on  the  site  of  the  earth¬ 
quake. 

Studies  have  shown  that  by  run¬ 
ning  a  model  earthquake  into  a  com¬ 
puter,  information  is  generated  for 
the  engineer  to  tell  how  the  earth 
would  react  to  such  a  quake. 

With  computers,  seismologists  are 
able  to  tell  how  motion  is  transmitted 
to  a  particular  site,  said  Youd. 

“The  expected  level  of  ground 
shaking,  particularly  in  our  sediment- 
filled  valleys,  is  one  of  the  major 
unanswered  questions  in  understand¬ 
ing  Utah’s  earthquake  hazards,”  he 
said. 

The  results  of  these  studies  are  es¬ 


pecially  imiiortant  to  engineers  in 
sedimentary  areas,  such  as  Utah  Val¬ 
ley,  because  when  a  hard  s]iot  in  the 
ground  is  ru])tured  it  gives  off  an 
enormous  amount  of  energy.  Since 
sediments  ainjilify  ground  motion, 
this  causes  a  greater  shift  in  the 
earth,  said  Youd. 

This'  is  the  first  time  that  the  Amer¬ 
ican  Society  of  Civil  Engineers  has 
met  w  ith  respect  to  earthquake  tech¬ 
nology.  It  was  a  big  stejj  to  get  the 
earth  scientists  and  the  engineers  to¬ 
gether  to  exchange  ideas,  he  said. 

Loren  Anderson,  professor  of  civil 
engineering  at  the  University  of 
Utah,  said,  “This  conference  provides 
a  rare  opportunity  for  local  engineers 
to  meet  and  learn  from  national  lead¬ 
ers  in  the  earthquake  engineering 
field.” 

The  conference  will  feature  five 
major  lectures  on  earthquake  size, 
magnitude  and  computer  techniques 
used  to  predict  them,  said  Youd. 

The  lectures  will  be  given  by  world 
renowned  geologists,  seismologists 
and  engineers. 

The  lectures  will  be  followed  by  in- 
depth  discussions  by  panels  of  ex- 
])erts  to  “create  interchange  between 
engineers  and  earth  scientists  and  to 
integrate  exciting  new  developments 
on  this  topic  emerging  from  both 
fields,”  said  Youd. 

Thursday’s  activities  will  include  a 
field  trip  to  see  trenches  in  the  Utah 
Valley.  A  trench  develops  when  the 
ground  is  dug  out  so  the  actual  fault 
line  can  be  seen  in  the  earth.  Scien¬ 
tists  can  analyze  the  history  of  the 
fault  as  far  back  as  10,000  years,  said 
Youd.

Sixty-five  people  were  “arrested” 
and  then  released  on  “bail”  Saturday 
at  K-Mart  during  the  annual  March  of 
Dimes  Jail  and  Bail  in  Orem. 

One  of  the  arrested  was  Charter 
Canyon  Hospital’s  mascot  dog  Char¬ 
ter  Chum.  According  to  March  of 
Dimes  spokesman  John  Leavitt,  the 
charge  was  “violation  of  a  fire  hy¬ 
drant.”  Fortunately  for  Chum,  a  man 
alleged  by  many  to  be  “President 
Reagan”  arrived  to  his  rescue.  The 
alleged  chief  executive  issued  a  “pres¬ 
idential  pardon,”  freeing  the  canine. 

A  minor  problem  occurred  when 
BYU  forbad  March  of  Dimes  to  “ar¬ 
rest”  their  employees.  According  to 
BYU  spokesman  Paul  Richards,  Ex¬ 
ecutive  Vice  President  John  Stohlton 
had  met  with  the  March  of  Dimes  ear¬ 
lier  requesting  that  they  not  arrest 
BYU  employees  while  at  work. 

“In  the  past  BYU  police  had  partic¬ 
ipated,  but  it’s  been  looked  at  legally, 
and  the  university  has  decided  that 


there  is  too  much  of  a  jiotential  liabil¬ 
ity,”  said  Richards.  He  did  stress  that 
BYU  employees  were  free  to  jiartici- 
pate  in  the  J ail  and  Bail  as  long  as  they 
contacted  the  university  in  advance 
and  obtained  iiermission. 

According  to  Leavitt,  some  people 
originally  scheduled  to  be  arrested  at 
BYU  were  taken  off  camiius  and  ap¬ 
prehended.  “I  agree  with  BYU  that  it 
can  be  a  disrujition  of  campus  busi¬ 
ness  with  iieojile  being,  arrested  dur¬ 
ing  work  and  the  suiprise  to  others,” 
he  said. 

Leavitt  said  last  year’s  event 
grossed  $10,000  for  the  March  of 
Dimes  to  allocate  toward  medical  re¬ 
search.  “This  weekend  we  took  in 
$10,450  net.  We’re  not  sure  of  the 
exact  total  yet  since  the  ‘bail’  pledges 
the  prisoners  received  from  their 
friends  have  not  been  collected  yet,” 
said  Leavitt. 

“In  Utah  County  some  of  the 
money  will  be  used  toward  a  para- 
noidal  outreach  program  that  origi¬ 
nates  from  Utah  Valley  Medical  Cen¬ 
ter,”  said  Leavitt.

\%Supreme  Court  gives  broad  protection 
in  'breathtakingfy' far-reaching  decision

WASHINGTON  — ■  A  sharply  cli- 
iclecl  Supreme  Court  ruled  Monday 
hat  defense  contractors  enjoy  broad 
irotection  from  lawsuits  when  defec- 
live  equipment  they  sell  to  the  gov- 
Irnment  causes  death  and  injury. 

I  The  ruling  was  denounced  by  dis- 
lenting  justices  as  a  “breathtakingly” 
!.4r-reaching  grant  of  immunity  to  the 
jation’s  defense  industry.  They  also 
ccused  the  court  of  unlawfully  usurp- 
ig  congressional  power  and  said  the 
uling  seems  to  apply  as  well  to  non- 
( Jiilitary  contractors. 

By  a  5-4  vote,  the  court  refused  to 
[einstate  a  $725,000  award  to  the  fam- 
y  of  a  Marine  helicopter  co-pilot  who 
led  in  a  1983  crash  in  the  Atlantic 
[)cean  near  Virginia  Beach,  Va. 

The  ruling,  coming  at  a  time  when 


Pentagon  contracting  is  under  ex¬ 
traordinary  scrutiny,  marks  the  first 
time  the  justices  have  e.xtended  broad 
legal  protection  to  companies  that 
supply  military  equipment. 

The  ruling  is  not  related  to  the  cur¬ 
rent  federal  investigation  into  alleged 
fraud  and  bribery  in  military  jirocure- 
ment. 

The  court  said  a  contractor  is  pro¬ 
tected  from  suit  when  it  makes  equi])- 
ment  conforming  to  “reasonably  pre¬ 
cise”  Pentagon  specifications  and  the 
company  warns  the  government 
about  any  potential  dangers. 

The  ruling  also  could  be  a  helji  to 
Morton  Thiokol,  manufacturer  of  the 
booster  rockets  for  the  space  shuttle 
Challenger.  A  leaking  seal  on  one  of 
the  booster  rockets  was  blamed  for 
the  Jan.  28,  1986,  Challenger  explo¬ 
sion  that  killed  seven  astronauts.

Participants  will  stay  in  Helaman 
Halls  and  are  expected  to  live  BYU 
standards,  according  to  housing  su¬ 
pervisor,  Jacki  Prichard.  According 
to  Prichard,  EFY  particijjants  are 
treated  differently  than  BYU  stu¬ 
dents. 

“Kids  are  removed  much  (juicker 
than  BYU  students  when  rules  are 
broken,”  Prichard  said. 

Participants  learn  the  rules  and 
there  are  no  excuses.  There  isn’t  time 
to  go  to  a  review  board  or  standards, 
she  said. 

According  to  the  head  resident  of 
Taylor  Hall,  in  Helaman  Halls,  lola 
Butterfield,  the  youth  need  more  su¬ 
pervision  then  regular  students.  She 
tells  her  staff,  “Get  out  your  extra 
eyes  and  extra  ears  and  be  j^rejiared 
for  anything.” 

Van  Leeuwen  said  a  staff  of  104 
college-age  counselors  supervise  the 
EFY  activities.  Counselors  have  at¬ 
tended  three-day-long  training  semi- 
nai’s. 

Van  Leeuwen  said,  “Counselors 
are  the  main  people  who  influence  the 
youth.”

Pravo  girl  listed  in 
serious  condition 
following  operation

A  10-year-old  Provo  girl  was  listed  in 
serious  condition  Monday  after  re¬ 
ceiving  an  ojjeration  to  rei^air  trachea 
damage  resulting  from  a  swing  set 
accident. 

Catherine  Carol  Flake,  109 
Richards  Hall,  Heritage  Halls,  was 
injured  Saturday  when  the  swing  set 
she  was  jjlaying  on  collapsed. 

The  girl's  father,  Dennis  D.  Flake, 
said  Catherine  was  swinging  with  her 
15-year-old  sister,  Angela  Dawn 
Flake,  behind  the  Heritage  Halls  of¬ 
fice  when  the  accident  occurred.  One 
of  the  legs  on  the  swing  was  not  bolted 
down  and  came  loose  while  the  girls 
were  swinging.  ' 

Both  girls  fell  to  the  ground  as  the 
swing  collapsed.  The  swing  set  landed 
on  Catherine’s  chest,  causing  her  tra¬ 
chea  to  burst.  Angela  was  not  in¬ 
jured. 

According  to  Flake,  Angela  lifted 
the  200  lb.  swing  set  off  of  Catherine, 
who  was  gas]3ing  for  air  when  he  ar¬ 
rived. 

Flake  said  doctors  are  thrilled  with 
the  progress  Catherine  has  made. 
She  is  recovering  in  the  coronarv  care 
unit  at  UVRMC. 

Flake  and  his  family  are  from  Toll 
House,  Calif.,  and  are  living  in  Her¬ 
itage  Halls  while  Flake  finishes  his 
doctorate  degree  at  BYU. 

This  is  the  third  summer  Flake  has 
lived  at  Heritage  Halls.  “We  are  not 
one  bit  upset  with  the  University,”
